The "Open Valley" newspaper is printed by the Phila- 
delphia Resistance, 928 Chestnut Street, Philadelphia, Pa.. 
The cost of the paper is estimated at approximately $200 for 
each published issue. The publication is issued biweekly. 
"Open Valley" sells about two thousand copies at fifteen 
cents per issue for each volume. There are also possibly 
150 subscribers at $1.50 for a total of eight issues of 
"Open Valley." 


Someone from the iggea Valley" staff travéls to 
Philadelphia to the Philadelphia Resistance in order to take 
the layout of the paper to Philadelphia Resistance and uo 
bring back the printed issues. 


The Philadelphia Resistance, Philadelphia, Pa., is 
described in its literature as a communi ty of young Americans 
fighting the draft. 


The newspaper is sold on the streets, in shopping 
centers, stores, schools, church groups, and any place else 
where a crowd gathers. 


The newspaper is currently being edited at the 
residence of Steve Rose, 3737 Trexler Boulevard, Allentown, 
Paes and sells for fifteen cents per copy.

Valley" staff because they were interested in journalism,

Source said that "Open Valley" has not planned any 
protests or demonstrations. The July 16, 1970 issue of "Open 
Valley" does not advocate any violence. 


T-1 said that Stevé Rose mentioned he was a 
Socialist. He believes in the Cuban ideology of "Share 
The Wealth." He does not appear to know anything about 
explosives; however, he is the type who would support the 
bombings of enterprises representing capitalism or the "Es- 
tablishment" as such bombings would not injure the employees 
or cause them to become unemployed. Rose reportedly is against 
drugs. .

In September 1968, Rose entered Yale University. 
He attended for approximately one and a half years. While 
at Yale he started letting his hair grow, wearing an Indian 
headband and moccasins, and dressing in general like a hippie. 
Source recalled that during the summer of 1969 Rose loafed at 
home most of the summer. He reportedly attended Georgetown 
University, Washington, D. C., for a short period that summer. 


On September Ls 1970, confidential informant PH T-5, 
a prominent businessman in Allentown, Pa., advised that R. 
William Rose, father of Stephen Rose, is financial vice presi- 
dent of the Lehigh-PortlandCement Company. He has been em- 
ployed by this company for approximately twenty years. 


T-5 stated that Mr. and Mrs. Rose have lost complete 
control of Stephen and that Stephen now runs the Rose family. 
He said he wanted to emphasize that Stephen is a highly in- 
telligent individual; that he is dedicated to Castro and Cuba; 
that he is an.organizer; and that Stephen feels strongly that 
he must get the young people of this country on the right track. 
In this regard T-5 stated he personally regards Steve Rose as 
dangerous to the security of this country and that with his 
intelligence and dedication he might be capable of doing any- 
thing. T-5 regarded Stephen Rose as potentially dangerous be- 
cause he is so frustrated with society in addition to having a 
very excellent mind. 


On August 7, 1970, PH T- e with whom Saftictent con- 
tact has not been made to evaluate his reliability but who is 
also a successful businessman in Bethlehem, Pa., advised as 
follows: | 


Stephen Rose was a good student and athlete at 
Parkland High School in Orefield, Pa. This source has had 
long discussions with Steve Rose. Séurce felt Rose is im- 
possible to reason with. He has made up his mind that there 
is oppression on all sides in the United States and that 
America is a police state. Rose does not believe in private

property. He preaches redistribution of the wealth. He 
contends that Government and big business are in cahoots 
and that Americans are being manipulated by the Establish- 
ment. He feels that Russian Communism and Swedish Socialism 
are very bad because they have become corrupt. 


Rose expresses contempt for this Government. He 
does not seem interested in the Laboring Class and this source 
felt that Rose should be considered dangerous because of his 
philosophy. He is basically intelligent but a radical intel- 
lectual. He is sane mentally and ordinarily would not be prone 
to violence. He is bound to become increasingly frustrated be- 

- cause he wants people to accept his philosophy which is socially 
unacceptable. T-6 felt that Rose may decide to illegally go to 
Cuba or Red China for permanent residence if he had the contacts 
and the opportunity. 3 


T-6 does not feel that the group surrounding Steve 
Rose are really "radical youths" but they are impressed by 
Rose and like the idea of working on or contributing to a 
newspaper. T-6 felt that this group, with few exceptions, 
~would drop off and that the newspaper would be discontinued 
before very long. 


An article appeared on page five of the August 27, 
1970 issued of the "Easton Express" Newspaper, Easton, Pa., | 
entitled "Area Young People Launch ‘Underground! Newspaper." 
The byline was by Mark\Harrison, an express staff writer. 


In summary, t article contained the following 


information: 


"Open Valley" is the Lehigh Valley, Pa., only under- 
ground newspaper. It is a bimonthly journal published by the 
Open Valley Tribe, a group of young people that fluctuate in 
number from twenty to thirty individuals. | 


The first issue of "Open Valley" was published in 
mid July, the second issue early this month, and the Chird 
issue will be out this week. 
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"OPEN VALLEY" 


The purpose of "Open Valley" as stated by Steve 
Rose is "to make people aware of the repression that Ameri- 
can Government has hailed upon its people and the people of 
the world." , 


This repression is expounded upon in the under- 
ground paper through many different topics such as prisons, 
the draft, Women's Liberation, the Police, drugs, the racial 
situation, and the problems of the minority groups. 


The back cover of the second issue contains the 


censored copy of a paper put out in June 1970 by the inmates 


of the Northampton County Prison, Easton, Pa. The caption 

at the bottom of the page, which portrays photographs of a 
burned-out ghetto business, a lynched black man, some members 
of the American Nazi Party, the Ku Klux Klan in Washington, 
and a mother and child clad in Klan Regalia declares "Open 
Valley liberated it (this cover) to help expose the censor- 
ship and misuse of power which pervades all of our society." 


"Open Valley" feels that "the root causes of urban 


violence are to be«found within the context of the daily ex- 


perience of the black man living in a racist society." 


On September 3, 1970, PH T-3, who has furnished | 
reliable information in the past, advised he overheard Steve 
Rose make the following statement: 


"The American student is tired, bored, oppressed, 
and is anxious for drastic change in the institutions of 
this nation. He is sick of being programmed by an educa- 
tional system which cares nothing about the fact he is a 
human being and only looks upon him as a future commodity, 
a salesman, an executive, a literal cog in the crushing 
Bureaucratic machine which rules this country. 


| "American young people want to be above all real. 
They want to feel that they have a human role in society and 
want to help other people feel their creative energies are 
being used in useful ways and not serving the interest of a 
few people -- the rich, the corporate executives, the Govern- 
ment leaders or the military generals. 
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"It is becoming increasingly clear to the young 
people that they can't find human roles in this system which 
seems to have taken upen itself the role of 'Great White Pro- 
tector of the World.! 


"Open Valley newsoaper is a product of this state 
of mind. It is composed of a dedicated tribe of people who 
want to be ‘sure. the public peu: the truth. 


"Tt will be actively sold and distributed on high 
school and college campuses this Fall as a creative and truth- 
ful alternative to dull vexthocks and Nineteenth Century 
teachers. 


"We will try to convince students that a real edu- 
cation cannot be secured in these ivory towered schools and 
that they have to go out in the community to learn from people 
and objective conditions if they are ever to know the truth.

On September 17; 1970, Detective Captain Joseph ; 

Moyer, Bethlehem Police Department, frirnished an article which 

appeared in the "Bethlehem Globe Times" newspaper, September 5, 

1970, concerning "Underground Newspapers." The article was 
v7’ written by Nancy\Cudlic of the "Young Scene Staff." The article 
said, among other things, Steve Rose returned from three months 
of "sugar cutting" in Cuba and felt that the Lehigh Valley needed 
a radical newspaper. Steve Mastronarde, one of the editors of, 
"Open Valley" stated the underground paper is being published to 
let people know what is really going on, and it. is hoped to even- 
tually offer suggestions on how the power can be put into the 
hands of the people and how we can have a truly democratic 
society.

The article further stated that the staff of "Open 
Valley" numbers more than forty and they are mostly unpaid 
high school and college students. Three issues have been 
published. It is admittedly written by radicals because as 
Mastronarde pointed out, "Our viewpoint does not come across

The article continued that the "Tribe," as the 
staff calls itself, is buying a house in South Bethlehem, 
Pa., which will double as an office for "Open Valley" and 
as a home for the "collective," a group of youths living 
together. The purpose of the “collective” is towrk ef- 
ficiently as a unity for social change. Currently, about 
four tribe members are living at Steve Rose's residence. 


The article reported that the paper is slowly 
becoming self-supporting, according to its editors. An 
initial investment in the paper was made by Steve Rose 
through the cashing of stocks his parents had invested for 
him. The money from these stocks has also been used to pur- 
chase the house in South Bethlehem at a cost of $9,800. The 
first two issues brought in $255 but Mastronarde stated they 
expected to sell all of the newly released third issue for a 
total of $450. Proceeds from the paper will go entirely towards 
financing of the paper, the house, and feeding the MEOTLOGLIVG =” 


The article continued that "Open Valley" contains 
stories about local, national, and international problems, 
all written from a radical viewpoint. "We want the papers to 
be consistent," Mastronarde explained. "Liberals have their 
press, Conservatives have theirs. Now as Radicals, we have 
ours. We dontt want inconsistent points of view." 


The paper now comes out about once every three weeks 
because of the shortage of workers but Mastronarde stated "We'd 
like to see it published twice'-a month." | 


The next issue will be a special "high school" issue 
written by high school students of that high school community. 
Plans for the future include a "college issue" with basically 
the same purpose. The tribe has great hope for the paper and 
feels it will not die as have otheryunderground newspapers in 
the valley. 


< On August 10, 1970, PH Tel learned that Steve Rose 
and other leaders of "Open Valley" attended a meeting at the 
Malcolm X Information Center, 225 West Buttonwood Street,

T-1 said that inasmuch as "Open Valley" is a rather new or- 
ganization, the purpose of going to the above mentioned 
meeting in Reading, Pa., was to talk to Willi ompson, a 


member of the Cadres of Malcolm X in Reading, Pa., and a col- 
— 


lege graduate. 


Malcolm X is described within the. characterization 
of Muslim Mosque, Inc., which is attached herein. 


Thompson described his organization and its activities 
at. this meeting. He mentioned his organization has not been | 
harassed by "pigs" because the "pigs" know there will be a guaran- 
teed retaliation by members of Malcolm X if they are harassed by 
the police. 


Thompson also mentioned the members of Malcolm X 
should join rod and gun clubs and then try to obtain the key to 
the establishment so that some night they could burglarize the 
club and obtain weapons. He. urged the stockpile of weapons. 


| Thompson said they always have to be ready; that revo- 
lution is a struggle but that they expect it. 


On August 20, 1970, T-1 advised Steve Rose, Mastronarde, 
and a few other members of "Open Valley" went to New Haven on 
August 19, 1970, allegedly to attend the trial of Lonnie Mc Lucas, 
the Black Panther who was being tried for murder in that city.

of the Federal /Bureau of Investigation that Steve Rose, born 

purchased a Universal .30 caliber M-1 carbine 
rifle, Serial #/175 768, from an Army and Navy Store in Reading, 
Pa., in August /970. At the same time Van Curtis Shell, born. 

Negro/male, 1252 Marvine Street, Bethlehem, Pa., 
purchased two Universal Brand, .30 caliber M-1 carbines, Serial 
#s 173 280 and 173 O00, at the same Army and Navy Store in Read- 
ing, Pa Steve Mastronarde, 419 Vine Street, Bethlehem, Pa., 
born , purchased one Universal Brand .30 caliber 
M-l carbine, Serial # 175 319, also from the same store. These 
guns were picked up personally at the Army and Navy Store in 
Reading, Pa., by Rose, Mastronarde, and a as who paid for the 
guns in cash. 


On Sentenes 33 1970, Tel advised that Rose and 
Mastronarde mentioned on August 30, 1970, that they had purchased 
guns in Reading, Pa., and had target practice that same Sunday 
afternoon. According to T-1, Rose and Mastronarde had previously 
decided that the guns would not be kept in the new "Open Valley" 
building they intended to occupy in Bethlehem, Pa., because if 
the public or police visited their building or raided the building 
they did not want the general public to associate “Open Valley" 

with guns. Also, some of its members are pacifists and did not. 
believe in having guns or in keeping them in the building.

| ‘According to T-1, Rose, Mastronarde, and Shell 
had also previously mentioned that they were purchasing 
the guns for defense purposes in the event that anyone

Further that 
the guns should be purchased currently because in a few 
years avdaw may be passed which would prevent the organi- 
zation of purchasing guns and they would have no guns when 
the revolution comes. 


 T-1 said that Rose had often mentioned that it 
was his purpose to do away with all forms of capitalism 
and replace capitalism in America with a socialistic state. 


On September’1ly, 1970, T-1 advised that Rose, 
Mastronarde, and other principals in "Open Valley" at- 
tended the Black Panther Revolutionary Constitution Con- 
vention held in Philadelphia, September 5, 6, and 7; 1970.

They sat me down in front of a type- 
writer to book me and again began asking 
me all sorts of questions. I said that 
legally I didn't have to tell them any- 
thing, but my name and address, without: an 
attorney present. One -of the narcs stuck 
his head in my face and said that if I 
didn't tell them what they wanted to know 
they would take me back in the tent and 
beat me again. 
a phone call. They refused my request and 
told me if I asked again they'd take me 
back into the tent. 

the Livingston Psrish jail was full, 
30 1 was sent to the East Baton Rouge 
Parish prison. I was nut in a cell with 
over ?0 other festival brothers. There 
were no beds so we slept on the concrete 
floor. ,Later I was strip-searched again, 
sorayed for lice, and forced to dona 
nrison uniform. Twenty-seven of us were 


put in a cell lined with bunks for the next 


two days. There were brothers there from 
all over the South and in spite of the 
cops' best efforts the cell began to take 
on a party atmosnhere. We discovered that 
we could get high just off of each others' 
company; there was nothing that could stop 
us. One brother pointed out that it was 
the police who were really in prison since 


they have to come to jail eight hours every 


day, but we were all going to get out and 
be free. — 


A Newsweek reporter had been busted for 


asking questions Sunday night. ‘He was re- 
leased Monday before the rest of us had 
even been allowed to make a phone call. 
After 36 hours we were finally allowed to 
make a phone call. On the third night I 


was transferred to the Livingston Parish 
jail.

Rand is a research and "think tank" 
corporation, originally created by the Air 
Force. According to Howard's sources, 
Rand's study would "envision a situation 
where rebellious factions using force or 
‘bomb threats would make it unsafe to con- 
dudt an election." The study would provide 
the President with. .a plan of action. The 
study was ordered because the President's 
advisors are “increasingly concerned about 
the country's internal securityoec.” 

_. The Wall Street Journal interpreted 
that statement to mean: - 
rumor hard to spite--that the Rand Corpo- 
Yation. is studying the idea of cancelling 
the 1972 elections if radicals threaten to 
disrupt ite" Those who remember 1968--Chi- 
cago, Gene and Bobby and Wallace--might 
think the 1972 elections won't be much 
anyways Some may remember Adolph Hitler, 
who in 1933 outlawed all German parties 
after Nazis burned down. the legislature 
(The Reichstag), blamed it on the Commun~ 
ists, and a year and a half later, elect- 
ions were suspended. 

The Rand study, at least,.is top se- 
eret, and reporters have not discovered 


exactly what it is about. For instance, 
will it determine what conditions would 


allow or encourage Nixon to cancel elec- 
tions; or will it decide what Nixon could 


do if the electoral process is discredited i 


amid general protests against the actions 
of the government?

Cheyney State (which is 60% black), had an 
average 98 to 2 black-white ratio. In 
March, 1969, HEW issued a statement repor- 
ting that the racial balance at Pennsyl- 
vania state-owned colleges represented de 
facto segregation. Since then black enroll- 
ment increased only 1% for all 14 colleses 
combined. 

In Avril Rap and the other Kutztown. 
blacks presented the school administration 
with a petition of 11 demands asking that 
Kutztown change its philosophy and prac- 
tice toward blacks and minority group stu- 
dents. The central demand was that first 
Semester grades be optional for black fresh- 
men. "Since these students were mostly 
recruited because they were black and not 
because they met the usual academic stand- 
ards, it is only fair that the college fol- 
low-through by giving their academic pro- 
iforeover, arrival 
at a tradition-bound, overwhelmingly white, 
middle-class college in a rural white town 
is a jolting and alienating experience for 
urban blacks," says Rap. Fifteen to twenty 
black freshmen were admitted without the 
usual SAT scores, . * — . 

Other demands were: an extra semester 

for every black; adequate tutorials (those 
promised to blacks before admission were 
inadequate and poorly scheduled; a black 
advisor of the student's choice; black 
representation on student policy-making 
bodies; adequate black enrollment; allow- 
ance for blacks with low averages to re- 
main at Kutztown to raise their averages; 
a black culture room; more black professors; 
lengthened evening library hours; and black 
recruiting financed by the school and under 
the control of black students.

an unlawful act, thet of lying-in and sit« 


ting-in and obstructing entrance and exit 
to Old Main. 

The injunction stated that the demon~ 
strators could no longer assemble in groups 
larger than two at any time in any univer-. 
Sity building. The 56 complied with the 
injunction and left peacefully. A hearing 
was scheduled for 5 days later, but was then 
suspended indefinitly,. 

Rap reports that as an aftermath, 22 
of 36 blacks accepted as freshmen for next 
fall have refused to come to Kutztown. Rap 
himself travelled to New England to follow 
tre student strike and enroll in another 
college for next fall.

We must support each other to unite the 
peoples of the world. 


How did you get started in this movement? 


Back in grade school I could see black 
Oppression, and the power in the hands 
of the whites, so I tried to be white. 

In the service, black meant a second 
class citizen who had to do all the men- 
ial jobs. Then, I heard speeches by 
Malcolm X, Rap Brown, Stokley Charmichael, 
and Whitney Young, who were then the 
black leaders of the country. They in- 
spired me to once more be a black man, 
and, I decided to do everything I could 
to support my cause. This was my reason 
for going to Kutztown and Emerson in 
order to become a black history teacher. 


Do you have any closing words for us, 
Rap? 


There is a revolution now and it will

Why 
should a woman..today be forced to work un- 
der these conditions, manufacturing adress 
which she and most women wouldn't be caught 
dead in.. Meanwhile she is losing money

Another group Of female workers who 
are faced with similar problems are the em- 
ployees of large department stores, espe- 
cially in cities like New York or Philadel- 
phiae These salesgirls are required, star- 
ting in late August or early September, to 
don their newly purchased midis and to wear 
them faithfully, at the risk of losing their 
positions. with the firm.

The lettuce workers’ strike is a major 
political step for the Chicanos of the San 
Luis Valley, many of whom have been in the 
U.S. for no more than a year. But the em= 
ployment of Mexican braceros and Chicano 
scabs from other parts of Colorado has 
created a tough situation for the strikers: 
Dicho y Hecho members relate to those who 
are brought in to work as brothers and 
sisters first, and not as scabs. The strik- 
ers also want whites to come out on the 
picket lines at the lettuce fields, besides 
supplying food, money and other needed 
supplies, 

The strikers reason that Anglo help on 
the Lines will make for larger and more poli- 
tically imposing pickets and will relinquish 
some Chicanos to speak to the strike-beakers 
and persuade them not to scab. Most of 
those who are working did not know they were 
being imported to break a strike, but with 
the promise of work coupled with their un- 
certain 72-hour stateside status, meaning 
immediate deportation and unemployment if 
they engage in strike activity, it will 
be hard for the strike to gain their support. 

To be successful, the strike must Last 
through the summer and disrupt the entire 
lettuce harvest. The workers are getting 
help from La Raza Unida (the Chicano 
political party), Colorado Rural Legal 
Services, and numerous Chicano adult groups 
in Colorado. With their aid and publicity 
increasing steadily, the strikers are 
growing more militant. No one has worked 
since the strike began because the growers 
have not yet brought the scabs they are 
housing out to the fields. When they do the 
strikers hope that a strong picket Line 
made up mainly of Chicanos will convince 
the potential strike-breakers to support 
the struggle.

During May and the first part of June, the 
struggle heightened.- Nearly 80 students were arres= 
ted by Thieu’s police during a mass demonstration 
on May 9 at the Ministry of Education then they. 
tried to block traffice Agence France Presse 
reported that the students “were well organized": 
to disperse quickly when the police hurled pepper~ 
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gas grenades and "then reassemble and continue 
their attacks at once." 

In response to the skyrocketing cost of live 
ing, which is currently rising about 7 to l0Za 
month, more than 60 of Saigon's 124 unions began a 
one-day strike on June 15 in sympathy with govern- 
ment workers who have been fired recently. In de- 
monstrations of solidarity with the striking wore 
kers, hundeeds of students fought riot police in ~ 
front of the U.S. embassy. The students’ rage was - 
not merely against the Thieu government: The New 
York Times reported that "During the demonstrations, 
a U.S. military police jeep was set ablaze with 
gasoline, and its occupant, a sergeant, was 
clubbed and kicked by young Vietmamese men as he 
fledooo o” 

The political repression by the Saigon gove 
ernment is uniting the many factions opposing the 
regime. Many Vietmamese see a strong similarity be- 
tween the present actions of the government and the 
oppression of the Diem regime just before it was 
brought down by a coalition of students, Buddhists, 
and dissatisfied army officers. A Vietnamese stu- 
dent writes: "If these are the last days of the 
Thieu regime, then they (the arrested students and 
monks) will surely all be killed. This is what 
happened before Diem*s government fell."

As Charles Silberman 
states in hhs articlg “High Schools that 


Work" (Atlantic Monthly, August 1970),

person. For this to happen, adolescents 


. need a good deal of freedom for personal _

According to the Silberman article, 


curriculums using unscheduled time have. 


been put into effect at several American 
high schools. Administrators at a high 


“school in Abbington, Pennsylvania, where 


30% of student time-is unscheduled, report- 


ed that out of 2000 students never more 


than 3% were unable to spend their free 
time productively. Furthermore, they found 


that approximately half of the unscheduized — 
time was spent in the library, one third 
in study centers, and one tenth in the 


talking areas, 


If a high scheol such as Allen is to 
be anything more than a place where a stus. 
dent must spend three years so that he will 
be permitted to enter a trade, go to col- — 
lege or get a job, then it must search 
for ways to enhance and develop the stu- 
dent*s need for exploration and self~’ 
expression. And the search needs to begin. 
with the realization that if a student is 
expected to develop personal responsi- 
bility he must first have the freedom to 
make choices. _ 


An action that would kelp bea 
to create a freer school atmosphere would 
be to leave at least one third of a stu. 
dent’s school time unscheduled. During 
this time a student could pursue indepen- 


dent study, attend seminars, or take short — 


courses {a semester or less in length) 


dealing with specific subjects which now 


either are not taught or are accesstble 
only to students taking advanced subjects. 
These courses could, for example, include © 


creative writing, ceramics, photography, 


the playing of a musical instrument, or 


training in the use of certain equipment, . 


Students and teachers would work together 


‘in deciding on the content of the courses 


and seminars and in making sure the program 
succeeds. In addition, the students 

should be able to. formulate, design, and

I went outside, and, one of the people 
there followed me out and made sure I would 
not go in again.

The nine o'clock curfew, if it had 
been kept for several days, could have 
been helpful to the protesting people, 
‘but the Council realized that. Busi- 


'nessman and shopowners would have had to 


close down early. Bars would have lost 
about 5% hours of business.a night. Plus 
the fact that in a’'state of emergency, 
the sale of alcoholic beverages is for- 
bidden. Movie theaters would have not 
been able to show both features, thus cut- 
ting nightly profits in half. If this 
‘had happened, the businessmen would have 
directed their anger toward the city's 
administration to retract the curfew. 
Therefore, business and government would 


~~have been made to fight amongst each oth- 
- er and the people's cause against the

long this back road in Easton, scared 
out of our pants, listening to the cric- 
kets, and watching Joe Peake wave his 
shotgun fiercely, making threats about. 
shooting us. One of our Easton. comrades, — 
"Rocky" Williams, puffed out his chest — 
and said, "Go ahead and shoot." Joe didn't 
seém to need much encouragement. oy 
. Peake, fully loading his gun, poin 
ted it at our driver. "Turn that bus a- 
round, now!" We followed instructions 
carefully. . bide 
“With full police escort, we rolled 


.down to the station and into their ga- 


rage. The door slammed behind us, and we 


- met some more cops with pistols drawn. 
If ever in our lives we expected to be 


beaten, it was then. 
"Get over against the wall!" 

- Peake began to frisk us. Now, Joe 
Peake could be a professional masseuse 
with his acrobatic hands. Affer manhan- . 
dling one of our female comrades, he was 
told (by: another cop) not to frisk the 
women. As for the men, he let our: geni- 
tals know very well that he'd been in 
our crotches. |= | ad 

'.  . We were marched in front of the 
police desk. The clock said 9:13. "Stand 
straight." It was natural for us to put 
our hands on the brass handrail in front 
of us. "Keep your hands at your sides." 

Two sergeants behind the desk sat 
in godly loftiness dictating to the 
wretched devils in front of them. We 
were not informed-of-our rights, then or 
at any other time. When one of the tribe. 
said, "You don't have to answer any ques- 
tions," the desk sepgeant parroted the 
comment... a see 

The next four hours consisted of 
endless waiting, questioning, redundant 
forms, mugshots, fingerprints, and sweaty 
cops walking around with crazed. eyes, 
short tempers, and pump shotguns. One of 
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us‘ was thrown in a-cell for asking polite~ 
ly, "Is it true that I don't have to give 


“any information besides my name and: ad- 


dress?" None of the Open Valley people 
besides the juveniles were allowed to make 
a phone call before our release, : 

We got out of there that night only 
because our lawyer showed up and promised 
‘we'd appear in court the next day. Our 
lawyer got there only because two of the 
tribe were juveniles and were released 
early; one called the lawyer. Rocky wasn't: 
so lucky. He spent the night in jail with 
the constant fear: of a beating. The cops 
acted like kids at Christmas when they saw. 
‘Rocky. "We got the cop-killer!" 

_ Next morning we showed up in magis- 
trate's court, aptly labelled "kangaroo 
court." Now, an alderman or magistrate - 
knows very little about the law, and. this 
alderman,. Bill Ihrie, knew less than no- 
thing. Four people were "processed" before 
us. Ihrie listened to the cop, listened to 
-the defendant, and always agreed with the 
cop. No one was provided with a public de- 
fender or advised of his or her legal .. 
rights. e* 

. Rocky, who had been in our bus since 
8:30, was convicted of curfew violation. 
He had had his head. shaved, and he was not 
allowed to be tried with the rest of us. 
For thousands of people every day, this is 
Amerikan Justice. We were lucky enough to 
have a lawyer. . re . 

When our turn came, Medillin, with 
his riot helmet squeezed tightly over his 
head, stood there and lied like’ a pig. He 
said we had all been on the street at 9:13! 
cr he got to the police station around 

Our lawyer asked Medillin if he had 


‘looked at his watch at the time of arrest.” 


"It was'9:15." "Did you look at your # 
watch?” "It was.9:15." After about a min- 
ute of this, Medillin muttered that he had. 
looked at his watch. and it was 9:15. A

‘The 1776 constitution established - 


“a system of democratic capitalism. That 


is, farmers and owners of the small in- 
dustrial enterprises competed quite 

freely and enjoyed the profits of their 
labors. There was infinite land avail- 
able for cultivation and expansion. Of 
course, Black and Red people were never 
invited tothe dinner table. 


So, the constitution was pretty 
fair, for white people at least, but it 
failed to anticipate the growth of the 
economic system. The days of democratic 
capitalism passed away as the agricul 


_tural lands and industrial machinery 


became centralizec and placed in the 
hands of a few, the ruling capitalist 
families such as the Rockefellers. The 


‘-economy became overdeveloped and all of 


the American land was swallowed up by 


these profiteers,: “but that wasn't enough.

After the fatal shooting of. Rose 
Marie Parham on Aug. 6, Payrow said that 
a temporary closing was the only alterna- 


tive to a permanent shutdown. Now Payrow 
is fulfilling his promise to close down 


the Firehouse "temporarily," apparently 
to gain favor with his councilmen and 
some members of the Bethlehem community. 


The stated reason for closing the 
Firehouse was to facilitate building im- 
provements, chiefly the installation of 
new electrical lines. However, the ac- 
tual reason for the closing is to allow 
‘the City government to take.control of 
the recreation center. The mayor will 


- mot. estimate when the Firehouse will be 


reopened.

The Bethlehem City Council failed to 
avoid meeting the Bethlehem Youth Coali-. 
tion (BYC) Tuesday evening. Oct. 20. The 


new group had. intended to appear and pre- 


sent its demands at a Council meeting 
scheduled for that night. However, the 
Council calculated, "better later than 
now-~ maybe the kids will forget about it 
in a week," cancelled the meeting, and 
reviewed the Halloween parade instead. 


But the Coalition organized over a 


-hundred kids to march and ride in the pa-~ 


rade and to distribute hundreds of.leaf- 
lets along the parade route, informing 
people about the purpose of BYC. 


The Firehouse gang was well organ- 
‘Lzed, with members dressed uniformly, 
wearing the Latin American revolutionary 
symbol, the beret. Proudly displaying the 
flag of their colonized homeland, they 
paused before the reviewing stand, raised 
clenched fists, and shouted "ALL POWER TO

Amerika has repayed Janis Joplin 
in the only coin it understands, and 
she is dead. Mourn people, for we have 
lost a dear and beautiful sister. 


Janis was honest in an age of pre- 
packaged deceit; she was sensuous in a 
nation afraid or unable to express its 
sexuality, and she was alive in a world 
of the dead - and now she is dead, too. 


What killed this woman? A coroner 
will say, "Death was caused by an over- 
dose of heroin..."But what of the years 
of lies and raw deals, the years of re- 
jection? What of her sudden super- 
stardom that no one really understood? 


All of these and more killed Janis, 
just as surely as they threaten to kill 
us all. Chalk up as one more casulty of . 
& steam-rolling society that pressed 
her hurt and suffering onto salable 
discs of plastic, and counted her value 
in terms of dollars. 


Janis communicated all that she was 
whenever she performed, in the only way 
she. could. "I got into. this because of 
something inside of me. I'm not one of 
those people with a learned skill. I've 
got to let loose what's inside." And 
what was inside was her failures, her 


loniness, and very often, her booze or 
her smack. . 


"When I get. scared and worried I tell 
myself, Janis, just have a good time. — 


So I juice up real good and that's just 
what I have." 


"People like to say I'm ruining my 
voice, but I can still reach all the 
notes I ever could. I don't know how 
long it will last. As long as I do, prob- | 
ably.Maybe people enjoy my music more if 
they think I'm destroying myself." — i 


“Maybe I won't last as long as other 
singers, but I think you can destroy 
your now by worrying about tomorrow. Ard 
when I can't sing, I'll worry about it 
then. Maybe I'll have babies..." 


So Janis is gone, a victim of all 
that she was and all that we demanded 
that she be. A world where it becomes 
necessary for a woman such as Janis to 
stay drunk or to shoot smack, can become 
a world where the emotion of pain is a 
constant, and the emotion of happiness 
becomes an infrequent luxury.

Until recently Route 22 served ad- 
equately as e high speed limited access 
route for east-west highway traffic — 
through the Lehigh Valley Greatly in- 
creased traffic has in recent years 
caused slowups on this route. 


“Proposals for alleviating this pro- 


blem have come from two government 
sources--The Joint Planning Commission 
of Lehigh-Northampton Counties and the 
State Department of Transportation. The 
JPC in its! '64 Comprehensive Plan felt 
that a new road "should be located not 
where it is now, but south of the three 
cities, thereby separating the local 
function of Route 22 from the thru traf- 
fic function of Interstate 78." 


The road was to pass below Easton, 
the Lehigh River and South Mountain to 
the boundary of Salisbury and Upper . 
Saucon Townships, from there to proceed 
in a straight north west line to a link- 


‘ age with Route 22 west of Fogelsville. 


It was to cross Salisbury Township and 
Allentown by means of a merger with an 
upgraded Route 309. 


The Pennsylvania Department of 
Transportation modified this plan by _ 
moving I-78 to the south, and proposing 
that the idea of Utilizing a widened 
309 be abandoned in favor of a line 


passing. directly west from Lanark throug 
the Vera Cruz vicinity, then looping 
around Macungie to the JPC's terminus. 


Mr. Jordon, tae Chief Engineer of 
District 5-0 (Allentown) of the Pennsyl- 
vania Department of Transportation, gave 
an explaination of the rationale for the 
building of I-78, and the choice the 
Department has made for a specific 
corridor route. 


‘He commented that "existing Route 
22 is no longer viable as an east-west 


highway. The average traffic count is 


presently running about 45,000 vehnicles 
a day between McArthur Road and: the 
Bethlehem Spur Route." 


He stated that the JPC plan for 
extending I-78 west from Lanark by wide- 
ning 309 was abandoned because "widening 
costs would be prohibitive." Also, "If 
we widen that highway we can't get Fed- 
eral funds unless it is upgraded to meet 
Federal standards." 


In answer to the question of dis- 
crepancies about cost estimates he felt 
that "Well, yes there's been criticism 
about that--there was very little engi- 
neering data at first. The marked esti- 
mation is due to two things: the accum- 
ulation of additional data and inflation." 


Vets Call for Immediate Withdrawal from Vietnam 


The Philadelphia area was 
alive with action the second 
week of September. The center 
of activity was Temple Univer- 
sity, where the newly liberated 
Huey P. Newton and 11,000 peo- 
ple held the Plenary Session of 
the Revolutionary People's Con- 
stitutional Convention. 


However, the Vietnam Vet- 
erans Against the War were not 
idle that famous week. In an 
85 mile, four day march, 250 “8x, 
Vietnam vets, active duty G.I.'s \Wos. 
and other war veterans drama- +5 
tized the U.S. Army's "search 
and destroy" type of mission. 
Moorestown, N.J. to Valley For- 
ge for a mass rally Monday, 
September 7, to complete the 
OPERATION RAW (Rapid American 
Withdraw) demonstration. 


The 150 marchers carried 
Soy M-16's. A great deal of them had the 


long hair and beards commonly associated 


“with hippydon. As comical as these hip- 


‘pies. with toy guns may have seemed, the 
uniforms were quite real. Real also were 
the numerous green berets of the Special 
Forces, the glit- rom = 
tering captain's 
bars worn by one 
Nam vet, and the 
row upon row of 
metals worn by 
all of the men.

He demonstrated the factor of infl- 
ation by stating that at the present, the 
cost of building highways is increasing 
at-a rate of 1.2% a month. He believed 
that this highway project would require 
at least four years from the beginning 
of engineering studies to completion, 
thus allowing for considersble cost in- 
creases to come in the future. 


The following criticisms of the 
proposals are taken from the report on 
I-73 of C.W. Watchorn, a retired engi- 
neer with 45 years of experience in pro- 
ject planning for private industries: 


Mr. Watchorn's basic criticism of 


the proposed interstate highway rests on _ 


the premise that there never have been 
“made adequate studies as to the genvine 
need for such a project. He contends 

that "What is really needed is an honest 


to-goodness planning study for the whole 
three-city area, based on facts, as best 


they can be determined, not based on 

preconceived ideas, prejudices, the mis- 
use of data nor the assignment of magica} 
foresight in anyone." 


-"Also, it should be recognized in 
such planning that the loading of var- 
ious projected highways indicate their 
ugg, which is necessary for design pur- 
poses, but not necessarily their need 
in the area where the highway may be 
projected to be located for study pur- 


poses. Their need can only be determined 


on the basis of the extent they relieve 
overloading and bottlenecks elsewhere.

A SALUTE TO 
DR. ALBRIGHT 


"Whenever I went into the clinic, 
they almost shouted to me, very slowly, 
in tnird grade Englishz- as though any- 
one on assistance was deaf and a. moron." 


"My arm was broken into slivers,” 
and they had it in a slint over ea week, 
awaiting surgery. The splint was slip- 
‘ping, and I was in agony. But ‘since my 
hair was long, they figured I was a 

dope freak and refused to give me any 
pain medication. The pain had me in tears 
and I couldn't sleep. Finally a young 
nurse gave me something for the pain 

and got screamed at for it. Right in 
front of me, the charge nurse told her, 
'Yah, some longhair down the hall's 

been pulling the same "pain" stunt.'" 


"T was in labor’ I was there on DPA, 
and they knew I had been on junk. One 
nurse said, 'Huh, wonder whose kid it 
is.' I yelled. 'My husband's!!' Another 
time I was asked if I was going to shoot 
up my kids." 


All of the above are not uncommon 
experiences for the poor, tne young, the 
minorities who have come to Lehigh Val~ 


ley hospitals seeking help but unable to — 


buy courtesy, the best medical attention 
possible, or human concern. This treat- 


ment has left some reluctant to seek - 
‘help, and has made a hospital visit for 
some people a cruelty to be endured as 
the price for health. "I was still ser-. 
iously ill with hepatitus, but the nur- 
ses' hostility had me so upset I dis- 
charged myself. It wasn't worth it." 


Somewhere in the maze of hospital 
politics are a few whose devotion to the 
art of healing is sincere and who treat 
the oppressed and alienated with a love 
that cannot be purchased. One of them is 
Dr. David Albright, a resident at Allen- 
town Hospital. He is a contradiction to 
the system, and an alternative for the 
disenfranchised seexing medical help 
without indignity ~ 


Too many people have been heard to 


say that they would refuse to see any but 
this physician, facetiously nicknamed 
"the hippy doctor." There has to be a 
reason. Too many peopie know what it is. 
Some day medical institutions will no 
longer contain indifferent, money-ort- 
ented doctors, disciplinarian. deisel- 
dyke nurses. sadistic orderlies, or 

cruel aides. 


But until then-a lot of people are 
grateful, David Albright, that you and 
other medical workers of conscience are 
there. And for your integrity, your hu- 
manity, your good work in. healing, and 
‘your stand against the callousness around 

you, we salute you. i

"Tt is possible that thorough and 
sound studies have been made of the need 


for a new highway, but if so, the studi- 
es or information about them have been 
withheld or even concealed from the 
public. But from all available evidence 
after due inquiry NO ADEQUATE STUDY OF 
THE NEED FOR I-7 IN THE LEHIGH VALLEY 
HAS EVER BEEN MADE. The studies which 
have been made are hardly adequate on 
which to base the current proposed ex- 
penditure of $110,000,000 plus.” 


Further comments by the report's 
author on the expense of the project 
include the statements that "..it may 


well be expected that ALL ‘the costs re- 


lating to the construction of I-78 south 
of the three cities and not the $80 
million that was quoted in the newspaper 
this past spring(1969) supposedly as the

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Counseling for women with problem 
pregnancies-including women who are seek- 
abortions-is available in the Lehigh Val- 
ley.area. Minister of Urban affairs for. . 
the Presbytery of Lehigh, Rev. James 
Rumsey is coordinating a group of local 


clergymen who are. members of the Clergy 
Consultation Service. 


Clergy Consultation Service is a. 
nation-wide organization which has 
operated in Pennsylvania for two years. 

It is now located in six urban centers 

of the State. Clergy Consultation Service 
offers women with problem pregnancies an. 
opportunity to discuss the various options 
that are open to them. The service is | 
available to both married and single — 
women. "So far", Mr. Rumsey reports, 
‘about twenty to thirty percent of those. 
we have spoken to are married. Ages have 
ranged from late teen to late 30's," - 


REASONS FOR. SERVICE 

The Service is designed to offer 
compassion and understanding to women 
with unwanted pregnancies. "The coun- 
seling is client-oriented" Mr. Rumsey: 
said, "and no effort is made to talk 
women into or out-of abortion. All — 
of the options are discussed with those 
who come to us seeking help: marriage, 
having the child and keeping it or 
putting it up for adoption, as. well 
as abortion." Pee 


"We intend to provide a supportive 
atmosphere in which we can explore with 
the client her thinking about this dec- 
Sion and about herself. It is her — 
decision but we want her to make it on the 
basis of careful reflection and the best 
possible information. There 4s no moral- 
izing involved in these conversations." — 


_ If the woman has decidgd upon 
abortion, there are two options: that 
Clergy Cousultation Service discussed 
with her. She may be assisted in obtain- 
ing an appointment with a Pennsylvania 
doctor to explore the possibility of a 
therapeutic abortion. This is an abort-. 
ion performed in a Pennsylvania hospital 
upon the recommendation of qualified. . 
and licensed physicians andor psychi- 
atrists that. is is in the interest of 
the mother's health to have the abortion ; 
performed. Or, she may be referred to an 
out-of-state hospital or clinic where 
Perinsylvania laws do not. apply.

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The attempt to meet together in . 
Washington D.C. on Thanksgiving weekend 
to write a new Constitution that would 
truly meet the needs of the American 


people failed. But, as with all faijures,. 


lessons can be drawn that may help people 
someday to complete the work that was be- 
gun. And beyond the writing of. a new Con- 
stitution, the disaster in Washington may 
tell us important things about our short- 
comings as people. 


The. Constitutional Convention move- 
ment failed for two reasons; the first 
was that radical people in the U.S. 
placed the burden for radical leadership 
on the Black Panther Party. And the sec- 
ond reason stems from. this first mistake; 
once the whole spirit of getting "behind" 
the Panthers rather than getting up front 
with them took hold, it became apparent 
that the Panthers were not up to this 


task of doing the thinking and organizing 
for all the radical groups in the country. 


In the aftermath of the convention, 
the most important point that could be | 
noticed was the stupidity of the American 
left in trying to form a sort of united 
front under the protective cover of the 
Panther Party. sO

They could not very well 
stop the official harrassments and at- 
tacks on their party, but they could to ” 
a greater extent have made known to their 
non~black compatriots that their party 
did not have the strength singlehandedly 
to pull off the convention. : 


The spirit of the preliminary. Phil- 
adelphia convention and the Washington 
gathering was entirely too true to what 
the pig press had labeled it-- "the 
Black Panther convention" rather than a 


real "revolutionary people's convention." 


Howard U. plays it’s trump 
The convention was faced with an 


impossible situation from the beginning. 
Howard University had promised to set up 


a convention site. Then they had réneged, © 


after the Panthers had put up a 10% down 
payment on the fee Howard was charging 
them. Thus, the futile registration pro- 
cess should have been at once shelved 
and the people's energies concentrated 
on securing a place for the convention. 


‘More than anything else, it was this 


apparent inability of the Panthers to ad- 
mit that they could not fulfill the su- 
perman expectations white radicals had 
placed in them that soured all the events 


that took place in Washington. The Pant r. 


leadership saw that the situation was out 
of hand, that the. groups which had crowd- 
ed childlike under their leadership had 
placed them in an impossible situation 
yet they did nothing. 


The Panthers had been formed into a 
revolutionary myth in the eyes of many 
white radicals, and the Panther leader- 
ship did nothing to dispel this illusion. 
Thus the stage was set for a crushing _ 


disillusionment for many white radicals. |

Yet what could :be more ex- 
cessive than a vail which a defendant 
could not afford to pay? 


Despite constitutional ‘provisions 
to protect citizens against ‘a punitive 
use of bail, clearly the courts use the 


bail system to jail people whom they

One of 
those counts was dropped. 


Two juveniles have been sent to 
"youth camps," and three others have 
been found guiity. Charges against the 
remaining six juveniles have been dropped.

The hearing before Alderman Gombosi 
was a farce, as already described. Nor- 
thampton D.A. Spazieni and a few of his 
assistants tried to badger. defense law~ 
yers, and police gave confused testimony

No discussion of ‘evidence of the 
conspiracy to riot was made, eid the po-~ 
lice lied in order to support the alleged 
unlawful aspects of the assembly.
